Frightful Scene of the Storm’s Merci- 
less Work—Scattered Disaster 
in Arkansas—Latest Reports 
from the Storm Swept 
Country, 


Fort Smith, Ark., January 12.—Two score 
of human lives and upward of one million 
dollars’ worth of property were destroyed 
by a terrible tornado, which burst upon 
this city a few minutes past 11 o'clock 
jast night. The storm struck near the Na- 
tional cemetery and tore its way through 
the entire city, leaving its path marked 
by deat+ and desolation. Men, women 
and children, peacefully asieep in their 
homes, were, without a moment's warning, 
awakened to a horrible death in the fearful 
storm, while others, momentarily more 
fortunate ‘and who escaped the furies of 
the wind, met a far worse fate a few 
moments later in the flames which soon en- 
guifed many of the wrecked buildings. 
The list of the dead and wounded so far 
as known is as follows: \

Last night’s tornado was of such magni- 
tude that the full extent of the damage is 
not yet known. It swept straight across 
the city, leaving behind a path of deso- 
lation and ruin.

Burned in the Debris. 

The upper floor of the block on the cor- 
ner of Garrison and Towsou avenue is 
used as a flat. The ruins caught fire from 
the night lamp. Seven bodies were ta- 
ken from these ruins, two of them being 
so badly burned that they could scarcely 
be identified. 

Burgess hotel, a three-story brick, on 
Towsou avenue, was demolished. There 
have been eight bodies already taken from 
the ruins. Rescue parties are still at work 
at both places and expect to find several 
more bodies. 

The federal court is in session and there 
are a great many farmers in the city, who 
crowded the cheap boarding houses and 
wagon yards. The National house, a two- 
story frame building, went down in wreck- 
age, with fifteen inmates, but all escaped 
without serious injury. 

George Carter’s house was one of the 
first ones struck and it was turned com- 
pletely over and is now supported on the 
roof. A half-pane of glass was driven 
through Carter’s body, almost severing his 
head from the trunk. 

Fagan Bourland’s store on South Sixth 
Street, was unroofed and M. W. Burke’s 
foundry was demolished. 

The beautiful national cemetery is a 
wreck. The huge trées are uprooted, the 
lodge demolished and the wall torn down. 

Fort Smith’s $50,000 high school building, 
the finest of its kind in the southwest, was 
badly wrecked, but was one of the few 
buildings upon which there was any torna- 
do insurance. 

The tornado destroyed two two-story 
buildings. Judge (Parker’s home is badly 
wrecked and the old Rector mansion, where 
Albert Pike passed his days, is a pile of 
ashes, the ruins having caught fire from a 
lamp. 

The First Baptist church and the Central 
Methodist church were razed to the ground 
and now are only a scattered pile of kind- 
ling wood. The Church of Immaculate Con- 
ception and Brownscombe Memorial 
church lost their spires and sustained other 
a, es 

Signal Service Observer O’ Donnell, after 
viewing the wreckage, is of the opinion 
that the tornado started near the national 
cemetery. 

It is now thought that all the persons in 
the storm-wrecked buildings have been 
accounted for. 

The citizens’ relief committee has $10,000 
in hand for assisting sufferers. President 
Robinson, of t ’Frisco railroad, unsolicit- 
ed, sent his Aheck for $1,000. The Missouri 
Pacific raiffoad also contributed $1,000. 

Business is practically abandoned all over 
the city and men of all classes are assist- 
ing in clearing the debris. 

Crossed Arkansas River. 

Van Buren, Ark., January 12.—The torna- 
do that descended upon Fort Smith last 
night crossed the Arkansas river one-half 
milé south of here and tore a path 200 
yards wide through this (Crawford) county, 
and dealt death and devastation to évery- 
thing in its path. The first house it struck 
was that of William Hines, occupied by a 
colored family, who left the house just as 
it left its foundation. The house was de- 
molished, but the occupants escaped. 

The next house in line was Frank Boat- 
right’s. It was a large two-story house 
and nothing remains of it but the floor. 
Boatright, a son and a daughter were bad- 
ly injured. 

The houses of Walter Haley and Mrs. 
Keller were on an a@joining farm and were 
blown entirely away, not a vestige of them 
being left. The families of both were in- 
jured. 

Jim Shibley’s store and dwelling were 
blown down, but none of the occupants 
were injured. 

Charles Wright was blown from his house 
and fatally injured. 

Ed Blakemore was instantly killed by his 
house blowing down on him. 

The house of Mrs. Bash was d*molished 
and she was crushed into a shapeless mass 
of flesh and bone, and two of her children, 
aged eight and sixteen, were fatally hurt. 
It is estimated that 100 head of cattle and 
horses were in the path of the tornado and 
were killed or injured so badly that they 
had to be killed. 

It is five miles on a direct line from Van 
Buren to Fort Smith and debris from there 
is strewn over the ground three miles be- 
yond here. A mass meeting is being held 
here tonight to relieve ‘the destitute. 

Damage at Fayetteville. 

Fayetteville, Ark., January 12.—A terrific 
wind and hailstorm swept over this part 
of the estate last night. No great damag> 
was done in this city, but at Farmington, 
a little town five miles west of this place, 
several buildings were completely demolish- 
ed, several] persons being injured.

TRY 10 EXPLAIN 
THEIR PET SCHEME 


Members of the Monetary Commission 
Given a Hearing. 


BEFGRE CURRENCY COMMITTEE 


Seoator Edmunds Was Principal 
Speaker for the Commission. 


MANY QUESTIONS ASKED BY CONGRESSMEN 


Edmunds and Fairbanks Admit Effect 
of Bill Would Be a Gold Standard 
aud Greenback Retirement. 


Washington, January 12.—The monetary 
commission was given hearing today by the 
house committee on banking and currency 
on the commission’s bill proposing a com- 


% 


prehensive revision of the curreney. &x- 
Senator Edmunds, of Vermont, is chairman 
of the commission, and head of the dele- 
gation, and with him were ex-Secretary of 
the Treasury Fairchild, of New York; J. 
W. Fries, of North Carolina, representing 
the gold democratic sentiment of the south; 
T. J. Bush, of Alabama, and Judge R. G. 
Taylor, of Indiana, representing the middle 
west. 

Secretary Gage was also present, a°ccom- 
panied by the solicitor of the treasury. 
The hearing attracted much attention, a 
number of the members of the house ac- 
companied by ladies oeing j resent 

Mr. Edmunds was the first speaker? He 
said that the fundamental principle which 
the commission had felt was to be con- 
sidered in establishing a stable currency 
was, to first know what the standard value 
in this country is and is to be. 

On this there were many divergent opin- 
ions among financial authorities. Many be- 
lieved, and he was one of these, that it 
was impossible to have more than one 
standard of value. If this betrue, then to 
the question, what is the best standard, 
the experience of the world, Mr. Edmunds 
said, was that the best standard was the 
one subject to least change, one to which 
all othes values most readily adjusted 
themselves; one which will be the same 
when atransaction closes as it was when it 
opened. The commission felt that such a 
thing as a double standard had never ex- 
ited in the world through natural opera- 
tions. There had been double standards 
established by law, but never in fact. When 
it came to an actual standard there could 
be but one. 

Mr. Edmunds referred to the experience 
of most nations of the world, all showing, 
he said, that,a single standard meant sta- 
bility and safety while attempts at double 
standards meant disaster and panic. From 
this universal experience Mr. E@munds said 
he and his associates had come to the 
conclusion that the first principle on which 
to base a currency was to have one stan- 
dard; that gold is the best standard, be- 
cause it is the most stable of all standards 
of value. Feeling that one standard was 
essential, and that gold was the best of 
these, the commission was brought to the 
gold standard. as their first proposition. 
That, however, did mot exclude the idea cf 
bimetallism, for it did not exclude the use 
of silver or any other metal to the largest 
extent that they could be maintained on an 
equality with the one fixed and invariable 
standard of gold. 

Mr. Edmunds then took up the proposi- 
tion of the commission’s bill proposing a 
retirement of United States motes, ex- 
plaining and urging this on the lines of 
the commission’s report. He closed with 
a strong appeal for early action. 

Representatiyeg Cox, democrat, of Tenn- 
essee, propounded a series of questions in- 
tended to bring out that the effect of the 
bill would be to convert all debts, pub- 
lic and private, into gold obligations. 

Mr. Edmunds answered that it would 
convert every government obligation, ex- 
cept a few of minor form, into gold obli- 
gations, and stated broadly, the effect 
would be to make all United states obliga- 
tions payable in gold. But as to private 
obligations between citizens, Mr. Edmunds 
answered emphatically in the negative. 

Its Effect on Silver Dollars. 

Mr. Walker asked if the bill was designed 
to change the legal tender quality of the 
standard silver dollar. 

Mr. Edmunds answered that it would not. 
The only purpose was to give the silver 
dollar a distinct reference to one fixed 
standard without naming a ratio. Exist- 
ing conditions were not changed, but 
doubts were removed. 

Mr. Walker suggested the question of 
expediency in carrying so large a question 
to the house of representatives with 356 
members ready for months of debate. 

Mr. Edmunds replied that the commis- 
sion had reported what it deemed to be 
essential and right to a proper adjustment 
of the currency, and it desired to stick to 
that right thing, despite questions of expe- 
diency. This brought a round of applause, 
the first of the day. 

Representative Newlands, silverite, of Ne- 
vada, discussed with Mr. Edmunds the ef- 
fect of thebill in contracting the currency. 
Mr. Edmunds did not believe contraction 
would occur or that bank reserves would 
be injuriously affected by having the sup- 
ply of greenmbacks limited and in part dis- 
placed by the demand for gold. Mr. New- 
lands asked if the world had a sufficiency 
of gold. 

“Not a sufficiency of gold or of virtue,’’ 
answered Mr. Edmunds, “and that is why 
we are struggling for both. It was this that 
led to the rush to the Klondike.”’ 

Ex-Secretary Fairchild next spoke on the 
banking features of the bill. He prefaced 
this, however, by saying that monetary 
standards were no more subject to govern- 
mental control than the tides and winds. 
It was a natural and an economic operation 
between individuals in which each sought 
the best. Govenments had adopted stand- 
ards already in existence, and thus served 
the conviences of the office, but they had 
never created the standard. When a gov- 
ernment sought to make a standard it 
merely interrupted the natural law and em- 
berrassed natural exchanges. a 

The question was not one of theory, but 
one of fact, the same as the existence of 
steam or electricity. It was no more possi- 
ble for a law to ignore this fact of a nat- 
ural standard than to ignore the existence 
of electricity. Making a thing a legal ten- 
der gave it no inherent value, The great 
body ‘of the people. he said, used banks as 
a great beneficent instrument of civiliza- 
tion and it was the people, not the bankers, 
who were helped by Wise government ac- 
tion. This view, he declared. removed nar- 
row prejudice and placed the subject on a 
broader public plane. The design of the 
banking feature of the commiss'‘on’s bill 
was to fac‘litate the natural operations of 
banking and exchange by adding the gov- 
ernment’s aid toward frapidity. ‘certainty 
and safety of these exchanges. 


Practical Effect of the Bill. 


Mr. Cox asked if he was right in under- 
standing that the measure accomplished 
two things: “First, the establishment of 
the gold standard; second, the retirement 
of all paper currency except national bank 
notes.”’ 

Mr. Fairchild assented to this, saying it 
was the practical effect of the bill. 

Mr. Bush, of Anniston, Ala., a member 
of the monetary commission. was next 
heard. He said it was not to be to the 
credit of any party in power to check 
this movement for currency reform or 
to fail to embrace the opportunity to ex- 
ecute it. There were some who were so 
bound up in the tariff that they wished to 
convince the country that the tariff would 
accomplish everything. But the tariff 
would not cure the vital evils of the cur- 
rency. It was quite as important for mem- 
bers of co to meet thege evils as to 
furnish battleships = cruisers as a prep-

HAD CRITICISED THE ARMY 


Anpry Spaniards Cguld Not Be Controlled

BATTLESHIP MAINE RECEIVES ORDERS 


To Be in Readiness To Sail for Cuba 
at a Moment’s Notice—Consul 
Gereral Lee To Be Placed in 
Ccmmunication with Its 
Commander. 


Havana, January 12—At 10 o'clock this 
morning about a hundred army officers, 
incensed by the violent attacks made by 
some of the local papers on the general- 
in-chief and the principal officers of the 
Spanish army in Cuba, went to the print- 
ing offices of the daily journels La Dis- 
cussion and El Reconcentrado and began 
smashing the windows and destroying the 
printing outfit, as well as cuffing the em- 
ployees. 

A mob of thousands followed, shouting 
“Long live Spain!”’ ‘Long live the army!’’ 
“Long live the volunteers!” The appear- 
ance at the office of La Discussion of Gen- 
eral Garriche, acting military commander 
at Havana, and General Solano, chief of 
staff, prevented more serious outrages. 
The officers then proceeded to the office of 
El Diario de la Marina, the mob shouting 
meanwhile “Death to El Reconcentrado” 
and ‘“‘De-+* to La Discussion.”” But on 
the appearance of General Parrado the 
people scattered. 

At half-past 11 large crowds of citizens 
appeared opposite the witice’ of El Diario 
de la Marina and began smashing the 
doors and shouting “‘Long live Spain!” 
‘Long live the army.” ‘Long live the 
volunteers!” 

The gendarmerie dispersed the rioters. Or- 
der was finally established. Central pary 
has been transformed into a military camp. 
There has been great excitement among 
the authorities, who have taken all neces- 
sary precautions to maintain order. The 
troops have been ordered into barracks. 

General Solano will deal most energeti- 
cally with the initiators of the outbreak. 
Tonight the police are guarding the print- 
ing offices. 

At 8:30 o’clock this evening groups of ci- 
villians formed again in the Plaza de Ar- 
mas in front of the palace, shouting “Long 
live Spain!’ ‘‘Long live the king,” “Long 
live Weyler’ and “Down with autonomy.” 
The cavalry came up, charged the groups 
and dispersed them. The regular infantry 
and cavalry now hold the avenues around 
the palace. In various parts of the city 
groups of civilians are shouting vivas and 
“down with autonomy.”

Columbus, O., January, 12.—(€pecial.)— 
The republicans of the Ohio legislature to- 
day shut their eyes to the charges of 
bribery made against Mark Hanna in con- 
nection with the senatorial election and 
completed their work of yesterday by 
giving him a majority of one on joint bal- 
lot and elected him to represent Ohio in 
the United States senate for seven years 
and two months. Hanna’s managers kept 
their men under lock and key at the Cnhit- 
tenden hotel last night, lest some of them 
should break away at the !tast minute. 

In the senate, Burke, of Cleveland, anti- 
Hanna republican, offered a resolution 
providing for the investigation of the 
charges made by Representative Otis, of 
Cincinnati. He referred to them as s0 
convincing that an honest man could hard- 
ly doubt their truth. The Hanna republi- 
cans fought the resolution until the hour 
for the joint baNoting arrived. This after- 
noon they were adopted, Senator Burke 
voting with the democrats. 

Senator Garfield, son of President Gar- 
field, declared that he woul@ not serve on 
the committee and when the committee 
met tonight for work he was not’ present. 
The committee will later on have both 
Senator Hanna and Major Dick before it. 

In the house before the joint balloting 
‘began Representative Otis, anti-Hanna re- 
publican, from Cincinnati, begged his fel- 
low republicans not to ignore the charges 
he had honestly made, but provide for 
their investigation. If they were false, 
he said, he himself was not fit to retain 
his seat in the body, and if they were true 
“Mr. Hanna was not fit to hold a seat in the 
senate of the United States. His pleading 
fell on deaf ears. His motion to investigate 
was voted down by the same fifty-three 
votes that were cast for Senator Hanna 
on Tuesday, and the joint baHoting began 
almost immediately. 

Good lawyers tell them, however, that 
this cannot be done and if they try it they 
will taint every act that passes the house 
after the present organization is over- 
thrown. 

Previous to the joint balloting teday the 
opposition offered te support Senator Dodge, 
of Cleveland, for the short term and Mc- 
Kisson for the long term. Senator Dodge 
is a neighbor of Senator Hanna in Cleve- 
land and was nominated and elected on 
pledges for Hanna. Senator Dodge stated 
that the senator and representatives from 
Cleveland were instructed for Hanna and 
indignantly rejected the proposition. The 
proposition was also made to Mrs. Dodge, 
who was equally ag indignant as her hus- 
band. While there have been many nego- 
tiations with the wives and other mem- 
bers of the families of senators and repre- 
sentatives during the past week or more, 
the effort to secure the influence of Mrs. 
Dodge was the last one reported. 

The Joint Balloting. 

The opposition today knew they were de- 
feated before the joint balloting begun, but 
fought to the last on tae charges of bribery 
and coercion. In the joint balloting today 
there were no changes whatever by the 
senators over their two ballots of yesterday 
for the long and short terms. McKisson 
received 19 votes and Hanna 17. When the 
roll of the house was called it resulted in 
the ballots for both the terms as follows: 
Hanna, 56; McKisson, 61; Lentz, 1; and one 
absent—Cramer. 

The joint ballots for both terms resulted 
as follows: Hanna, 73; McKisson, 70; Lentz, 
1: absent, 1—Cramer. 

The official declaration showed that Han- 
na had a majority of 3 over McKisson, of 2 
over all voting and of 1 over all the mem- 
bers in the general assembly. 

The demonstrations in the lvwll were un- 
usually emthusiastic. Governor Busiinell 
and some other state officers were not pres- 
ent. When Foraker was elected on the 
joint ballots in the same hall two years 
ago McKinley and Sushnell were both 
present, the one having just retired and 
the other having just been inaugurated 4s 
governor.

It is estimated 
that the school population of Bibb will 
reach 16,000. In that event, Bibb’s appro- 
priation of the state school fund next year 
will be about $40,000. For this year Bibb 
receives from the state $32,000. This is. 
based on a school population of about 12,400. 

Bibb county appropriates for her public 
schools this year $50,000, This, added to the 
$32,000 received from the state. makes a 
total for the year of $82,000. The rew cen- 
sus will probably cause Bibb to. receive 
from the state next year about $8,400 more 
than for this year, so Bibb’s total for 1899 
will be about $90,000. And this amount is 
needed, for more school room and more 
teachers have absolutely become nttessary 
for the accommodation of the rapigly in- 
creasing number of children. : 

Bibb county has one of the very best 
public school systems in the state. The 
schools of the city and of the county uwp-

Dawson, Ga., January 12.—(Special.)—The 
Dawson Guards arrived in the city from 
Morgan at 3:30 p. m. today, with the Cal- 
houn sheriff and the three negroes—Handy, 
Fisher and Batley—under escort. 

The trial of the accused men was rushed 
through in a businessiike way. After able 
arguments by attorneys for the prosecution 
and defense, the case went to the jury at 
4 o’clock yesterday afternoon. The jury 
remained closeted until this morning, when 
a verdict was rendered at 8 o’clock. It ac- 
quitted Jack Ingram, the young white 
man, and General Fisher, and found Jesse 
Handy and John Bailey guilty of murder 
with a recommendation for mercy. 

The Guards in Charge. 

Immediately after hearing the verdict, 
Judge Spence sentenced Handy and Bailey 
to life imprisonment and turned them over 
to the Guards for the return trip to Daw- 
son. Fisher, the acquitted negro, refused 
to leave the protection of the blue coats, 
but clung closely to them until Dawson 
was reached. 


To avoid any possible surprise during the , 
trial, Judge Spence allowed no one in or , 
around the courthouse except the Guards, | 


court officials, lawyers and those directly 
interested in the case. Soldiers were sta- 
tioned in the doors of the building and no 
one was permitted to approach closer than 
thirty yards. 

There Was Talk of Lynching. 


Save for the presence of the militia there | 


was no more excitement in Morgan than 
is common when an important trial is in 
progress there. The Guards were treated 
with the utmost respect and courtesy by 
the citizens. However, there was an occa- 
sional remark that negroes should be hang- 
ed or lynched, and during yesterday there 
were several rumors to the effect that an 
attempt would be made to take the pris- 
oners during the night, which caused in- 
creased vigilance on the part of the militia, 
but the mob failed to materialize, however. 

The vigilance of Captain Clark and the 
determination of his men very evidently 
saved Calhoun county from recording a 
triple lynching.

A few minutes later the jailer went into 
a large room, where he keeps inany of 
his papers, and while there he noticed 
crazy Mrs. bmma Dent sitting near him. 
She began to talx like a magpie, zs she 
always does, and she was asked to ces.st. 
This caused her to leave the room. 

It must have been an hour later when 
Mrs. Dent ran into the room and su.id: 

“I believe that Traylor woman is very 
sick.’’ 

Jailer Maddox hurried to the room cc- 
cupied by Mrs. Traylor and saw her lying 
upon the bed, with her eyes closed and 
her face very white. He spoke to her, put 
she made no answer. Then he shook her 
and she appeared to be lifeless. - 

This alarmed the jailer and he rubbed 
Mrs. Traylor in the face very violently. 
She opened her eyes and feebly usked for 
water. The water was brought, but when 
the glass was placed to her lips she did 


not drink. 
It. was apparent that the stupor was be- 


| coming deeper every moment and the jail 


official hastily summoned a physician and 
notified Sheriff Nelms. The police matron, 
who has been a good friend to the woman, 
was also summoned by telephone. 

For the next two or three hours the 
woman was worked with and she at last 
showed signs of returning consciousness, 
and at a late hour last night was thought 


-to be out of danger, although her condi- 


tion was not such but that she might die 
after all from the po'son she had taken. 
When seen about the matter, Jailer Mad- 
dox made the following statement: 
The Jailer’s Statement. 


“The first I knew of the woman having 
taken anything was when Mrs. Dent ran 
into the room in which I was at work and 
said she believed Mrs. Traylor was sick. 
I went,‘* Mrs. Traylor and soon saw she 
was under the influence of some arug. Il 
summoned the sheriff and doctor and we 
did everything in our power to fave the 
woman’s life, and it took the njpardest 
work to do it. Now, about the woman 
getting the laudanum, for that was the 
poison she swallowed, I wish to say that 
there {fs kept in the jail a medicine chest 
which 1 always lock, but the lock is weak 
and the chest can easily be opened by any 
one who wishes to use a little force, As 
soon as I noticed Mrs. Traylor’s condition 
I ran to the medicine chest and found it 
open and the laudanum bottle nearly emp- 

To the best of my recollection, the 

e contained about three tablespoonfuls 
and about two-thirds of th's had _ been 
taken out. The woman had noticed. I sup- 
pose, the poison in the chest some day 
when I opened it in her presence. 

Mr. Maddox was asked if he thought the

The committee has been working for some 
time on the apportionments and believes 
tt has agreed on the most equitable 
distribution of the city’s funds. 

The exact figures are-not given out, but 
certain it is there will be no cutg, The de- 
partments will be given about the same 
gums they received last year. The officials 
have been much worried here of late for 
fear their work would be handicapped by 
reduced appropriations. Mayor Collier 
stated yesterday not one single department 
would be reduced. 

“On the other hand, there will be but 
few increases. Several departments have 
asked for additional appropriations, but 
they will not get them. The water depart- 
ment wanted an increase of $15,000 over last 


year for improvements which the Officials 
claim are necessary, but they will be dis-

The salaries of the school teachers, fire- 
men, sanitary officers and departmental 
clerks will not be restored to original fig- 
ures. The salary committee of the old 
council introduced a resolution recommend- 
ing that these galaries be raised, but it 
will amount to naught.

The police department will get a small 

raise. During the past year they put on 
ten extra men. The appropriation will pro- 
vide for the employment of these men, but 
no more.

The finance committee 
has agreed to appropriate a sufficient sum 
to maintain it. Beyond this the fire depart 
ment will get no more than it. had last 
year. f 

There will be no reduction in the electric 

light appropriation, and very few lights 
‘will be added during the year. City Elec- 
trician Harper is somewhat disappointed 
over this, for he had@ hoped to receive 
more money for more lights, which the 
rapid growth of the city demands. 

The first payment of $30,000 for the pur- 
chase of the courthouse as a city hall 
has been set. aside. The opinion of the 
mayor is that it will require nearly all of 

' the city’s income during the year to meet 
expenses. 

The deficit as figured will amount to 
about $30,000, possibly larger. This is not 
necessarily an indication of decreased 
yalues in Atlanta, but on the other hand

MBETING of the stockholders of the 
Fifth Regiment Armory Association 
washeld yesterday afternoon. The 
discussion of a location for the armory con- 
sumed the greater part of the time and on 
motion a committee was appointed to ar- 
range a plan to raise the money needed and 
to investigate the best place for a building. 

The charter provides, as was stated at 
the former meeting, that $6,500 of the capi- 
tal stock shail be paid in cash or notes be- 
fore operations under the charter can be- 
gin, but the fact that $65,000 of the stock 
had to be subscribed was overlooked and 
the agreement was made, although not 
finally adopted, that the regiment should 
take the remaining $50,000. 

It is said that less interest has been mani- 
fested by the people of this city in the 
military than in any other city in the 
cOuntry and that with a little fostering at 
the present time while the regiment is try- 
ing to organize and Suild it an armory 
they could make the Fifth one of the crack 
military organizations of the state. The 
commanders of the companies complain 
that they cannot get their men off on any 
occasion: to attend any military “function 
and that the merchants and others who 
employ the members of the companies witl 
not let the boys off for a half-day to join 
their company for a regimental drill. This 
spirit, they say, discourages the members 
of the companies and cuts down the mem- 
bership to a very small number. 

The regiment wants a lot on which to 
place its armory, but dees not Know where 
to go. A number of places have Deen ten- 
dered, but none have so far proved gatis- 
factory. 

It was suggested at the meeting yester- 
day that the government building at the 
exposition park be brought into the city 
and placed on a central lot. It was said 
that the building could be moved here for 
the same amount it would cost to remodel 
any other.building or to make the first pay- 
ment On an entirely new one. The officers 
believe a large auditorium which would be 
afforded by such a structure would be con- 
stantly in demand and wou'd be a great 
aid to the city when any large gathering 
was to be held here. Such a building would 

eat nearly 15,000 people, which is the size 
Dantes for the reunion to be held here in 
July. It was proposed to move the building 
in the center of the city and with the aid 
of the reunion association in moving it to 
be given free of charge during their con- 
vention. This was thought to be the most 
feasible plan before the meeting yesterday, 
but nothing was decided.

the entire country, and next to 
Orleans, the largest in the south. From 
the little station established here not 


twenty years ago it has grown into one 
of the first in the country. 

Over half a million people are provided 
daily with weather predictiops by the At- 
lanta weather bureau. This is a conserva- 
tive estimate made by the officials them- 
selves. These people are reached in various 
ways, some by the daily press, some by 
weather maps and others by the forecast 
cards. 

Different town and villages in Georgia to 
the number of 788 are furnished with the 
printed forecasts every morning, and the 
hundreds of people who visit each of these 
public places are given the benefit of the 
prognostications. 

This task of sending out these cards is 
accomplished by means of substations. 
Each of these sub-stations is in charge of 
who receives the 


a voluntary observer, 
forecasts and disseminates them. Instead 
of sending the cards from Atlanta, they 


are sent from the different swub-stations. 
The man in charge of the sub-stations, 
usually the postmaster, Is provided by the 
government with the cards and with the 
necessary printing apparatus. Instead of 
single type, such words a3} may be needed 
are set up solid, so that it is the work of 
but a moment to set up the dozen or so 
words that may be necessary to foretell 


the weather conditions for the day. As 
soon as the bureau here receives the re- 
ports from Vashington, the forecast is 


made and sent out to the sub-stations by 
telegraph. All the man at a substation 
has to do is reprint a few cards and drop 
them in the mails. The cards are already 
addressed to their different destinations. 

Each sub-station provides a number of 
other postoffices with the forecast cards. 
For instance, Elberton is a_ swhb-station 
from which the cards are matlled to thir- 
teen other -postoffices, in this way supply- 
ing them with the forecasts in the early 
morning, when it would be impossible to 
send them bv mail from Atlanta’ in time 
to do any good. 

Atlanta supplies 375 places directly with 
the forecasts. The other sub-stations are 
as follows, and the number of places 
which they supply is given: 

Augusta, 113; Savannah, 14; Adairsville, 
16: Americus, 13; Bartow. 54: Camilla, 7: 
Columbus. 15: Crawford, 3: Duluth. 7: El- 
berton, 13; Fitzgerald. 8&8: Greenville, 4: 
Hephzibah, 11: LaFayette, 11; Lumpkin, 21: 
Mt. Vernon, 10: Vienna. 5, and Wrichts- 
ville, 5. All of these stations sum wn 7&8. 

Besides the stations furnished with mail 
forecasts, 52 Georgia towns are sent tele- 
graphic predictions. Twenty stations in 
Alabama are furnished with telegranhie 


forecasts and 45 points in South Carolina 
get the telegrams, and disseminate the 
news. 


The Atlanta weather bureau now has 5 
regular crop correspondents. and duvurine 
the erop season this is swelled to about 
200. The station has &% voluntarv observers 
in the state. who y ake dally observations 
for the government. 

Fruit and produce men are most benefited 
by the weather reports. The Atlanta com- 
mission merchants don’t know what to 
do until thev get the morning forecast, and 
the bureau has nroved of almost {nestima- 
ble value to those dealing in perishable 
goods. About 225 weather maps are printed 
at the enstom tFevse- every morn'tre and 
sent ovt to the husiness men.

Dr. Sanders, Health Officer of Alabama, 
Working Up a Convention. 


VERY BROAD IN ITS SCOPE 


Doctors, Business Men and Govern- 
ment Officials Are Invited. 


THEY WILL DISCUSS QUARANTINE SYSTEM 


Maz:y Restrictions Imposed Last 
Fal. Were Barbaric and Unneces- 
sary, Says Dr. Sanders. 


R. SANDERS, state health officer of 
|) aisbame spent yesterday in Atlanta 

jn the interest of the propOsed quaran- 
tine convention which is to be held in 
Mobile early in February. 

Dr. Sanders figured prominently in the 
yellow fever outbreak last fall and he 
and many others realized that the present 
want of system in handling an epidemic 
should be remedied. The idea of calling 
a convention of doctors, business men and 
railway managers was entertained in all 
the coast states, but Alabama got the drop 
in the matter. Florida started a mwve- 
ment, but the promoters there have dec:d- 
ed to co-operate with the Alabamians. 

The Mobile convention will be the broad- 
est in scope that ever assembled to dis- 
cuss epidemics and quarantine matters. 
All the conditions are to be discussed, 
and when the work is over, the results 
will be put in book form for permanent ure. 
The suggestions, coming from the highest 
authorities, will be a guide not only for 
national and state legisiators, but for all 
peoples who are subject to invasion by 
epidemic diseases. The most eminent abdc- 
tors will speak of the various phases of 
and quarantine. Lawyers will 
talk of international, federal and state 
rights and interests. Merchants and man- 
ufacturers will give the‘:r views on qvar- 
antine and commerce. Railway menagers 
are invited to tell of their troubles and 
suggest remedies. The postal depariment 
has been requested to join the conference. 
The press and the church will be repre- 
sented to contribute their views. 

The programme as mapped out begins 


diseases 


with the question of quarantine with 
reference to international rights. Then 


other legal and commerc.al phases are 
considered. After this will come state- 
ments from sanitary inspectors at foreign 
ports and the convention will be put in 
possession of the conditions which prevail 
at the ports where infectious diseases are 
most frequent. The disinfecting appliances 
and stations, both feieral and staie, will 
be considered and the best methods of 
treating the lirst case discovered. Dr. San- 
ders said: 

“It would be possible to confine yellow 
fever to one city or te one ward. of a city 
if we Knew the rst case that appeared 
and when it appeared. ig twelve cases 
were put down in Mobile or New Orleans 
and it was Known just where they were 
when introduced, | bpelleve we cvuuid pre- 
vent there ever being. a th.rteenth—inat 
is, from any of those.’’ 

Dr. Sanders was not. one of those who 
approved the quaranttnes against Atlanta. 
“Atlanta had the besbh system ever devised 
and practiced tor inspecting and watching 
refugees. For that reason we have usked 
Dr. Floyd W, McRae to agdress the con- 
vention on places to which refugees may go 
and how they should. be managed. some 
communities acted crueily toward the at- 
flicted cities. They were positively bar- 
barous. Some of the quarantine restric- 
tions were absurd, but that was nothing 
to the needless barbarity seen so often. 
I believe in depopulating tnfected towns, 
but great care shoul@ be taken as to where 
the refugees go and as to how they are 
watched, 

“There should be some uniform sys- 
tem under which any one entitled to a 
health certificate could get one and then 
go anywhere in the uninfected country 
without being detained. Commerce was 
paralyzed for weeks in some localities. A 
Sreat deal of the restraint which was 
put upon commerce was useless. There is 
& great deal of freight which can be ship- 
ped from an infected town into one that is 
uninfected without the slightest danger. 
and as for the mails, there is absolutely 
no reason for every postoffice which gets 
a fright to refuse to take the mails. There 
should be disinfecting stations, half a 
dozen perhaps, and after the mail goes 
through them it is safe. 

“One of the subjects assigned is ‘Epi- 
demics and quarantine from a religious 
standpoint.’ The connection there is not 
evident at first glance. 

“That theme has been 
Catholic priest of New Orleans. a very 
able man, who was glad to discuss it. 
You see, when disease appears in a house 
and the house is quarant ned, no one can 
leave or enter the premises. Don’t you 
see that the clergymen are concerned there? 
All churches are touched, and especially 
the Catholic church. It is a very tmpor- 
tant subjeet, both to the church and to 
the sick. To forbid a minister seeing the

W. H. Brewer, of Griffin, Is Engaged 
in Philanthropic Work.

WANTS SOME. RATES REDUCED 


He Is Thinking of Running for the 
Lepislature from Spalding So as 
To Continue the War, 


Mr. W. H. Brewer has been heard from 
again. He appeared yesterday at the raly 
road commission office and filed a petition 
for a reduction of 4 cents per hundred 
pounds on rates on meat and meat products, 
flour, grain, molasses, sugar, rice and soap 
when shipped in less than car load lots. 
Mr. Brewer is not of the firm Brewer & 
Hanleiter any more, that firm having dis- 
solved. Mr. Hanleiter does not sign the pe- 
tition of his former partner, nor does Mr. 
Brewer sign ‘ic himegelf. 

When asked why he had not signed his 
own petition, he said: 

“The fact is, the reduction which : 
asking for is not for my own ag ets 
benefit, but for the benefit of the retal 
merchants, the small fellows who cats 
buy in car load lots. I am_ in this ngts 
against the railroads to win. I would race 4 
be a poor man and win than be rich a 
be defeated. I am going to keep it up oe 
have sometbing more behind this abou 
which you will hear later.”

Mr. Brewer ts figuring on carrying his 
war into the legislature, and will probably 
be a candidate for the house from Spalding 
county in the fall. He says that if he fs 
elected he will make things lively for the 
roads. 

‘This case, which he filed yesterday, has 
been set for 10 o’clock Saturday morning, 
February 5th. Two or three other cases 
have been assigned for that day, but this 
one has the earliest hour. 

The increase in rates of which he com-

MOONSHINERS AT DAYLIGHT. 


Goud Catch Made 1 by Three Revenue 
Officers. 


After lying all night around a still In a 
clump of woods near Red Oak, Campbell 
county, night before last, Revenue Officers 
Wihatley, Moore and Johnson were re- 
warded in the early morning by the cap- 
ture of two daylight moonshiners. 

The interesting story of the raid and the 
capture was related in Judge Broyles’s 
court yesterday morning and the two 
moonshiners were bound over. 

The still, according to the officers’ ac- 
counts, was one of the most unique in its 
arrangement they had ever seen. Situated 
high upon a hillside, which was covered 
with a slight growth of trees, it has been 
in operation for some time without being 
in danger of discovery, as no one thought 
of a still being in such a place. They sur- 
rounded the still and lay down in the 
bushes to wait for the coming of the 
moonshiners. 

At daylight a wagon was seen coming 
up the little road through the woods. A 
negro was driving, and he came right to 
the still without seeing the officers. A 
white man was walking by the wagon. 
The officers waited until the men stopped 
at the still and then bagged their game. 
The negro gave his name as Walker Barnes 
and the white man was recognized as L. 
N. Eason. The wagon was loaded with 
meal and wood. Eason said he did not 
know who the wagon belonged to and that 
he ‘had nothing to do with the still, 

The officers thought there might be other 
moonshiners, so they hid with their pris- 
oners and waited. In a few minutes an- 
other negro Was seen coming through the 
woods with a keg wpon ‘his shoulder. The 
negro came up toward the still, but before 
getting too close suspected that something 
was wrong and after a long chase escaped. 

Eason and Barnes were brought here 
and tried before Judge Broyles early yes- 
terday morning. Judge Colquitt assisted 
in hearing the case. Both men were bound 
over. 

Deputy Collector P. H. Moore said that 
the still was the first he had ever seen in 
such a place. It was not on a branch, but 
was situated upon a high hill. To get 
water the moonshiners had dug a deep 
well and had built a derrick to hoist the 
water,
